Spending 
cuts will 
affect ‘every 
household’

PLANS to cut Government 
spending by 25 per cent will “cut 
to the core of essential local 
services”, according to 
Greenwich Council leader Chris 
Roberts. 

Cllr Roberts claimed that any 
financial penalties should 
instead be targeted at the 
financial organisations whose 
actions led to the recession. 

With funding for the NHS having 
been protected, ministers have 
indicated that councils could see 
up to 40 per cent of their funding 
cut. Greenwich Council fears it 
could lose up to £70m out of the 
£167m grant it currently 
receives. 

Cllr Roberts told GT: 

“Greenwich Council has a strong 
record of delivering savings. 
Over the last four years, for 
example, we found £25m of 
savings that balanced our 
budgest while still allowing for 
important new initiatives like 
the Violent and Organised Crime 
Unit (VOCU) and the additional 
250 Cleansweep staff. 

“If large cuts are imposed on 
Greenwich Council, it will cut to 
the core of essential local 
services. This will affect every 
area of our borough, every 
household and every family. 
There is no mandate in 
Greenwich for such cuts.”

All you have to do 
is sit with a child 
and read with 
them. What could 
be more simple? 
And when that 
child becomes 
more confident, 
and looks up at you 
with excitement to 
declare: “I can do 
it! I worked it out!” 
then you know 
your job is done. 
They are on their 
way to a life of 
reading. As a 
communications 
specialist, I am 
conscious that 
having a good 
command of 
English and being 
able to read and 
understand the 
written word, has 
made an enormous 
difference to my 
life - not only in 
gaining work but 
adding an extra 
dimension of 
enjoyment. 

I want children to 
have the same 
opportunities as 
me. 

It is always 
possible tore- 
schedule meetings 
or organise your 
week so you can 
leave 90 minutes 
free. Employers 
could consider 
allowing staff time 
off for this 
valuable work.

Any chance of an 
explanation as to why it 
was felled please as 
London’s air quality is 
bad enough without 
removing more trees.

• THE council is happy to 
explain that the tree in 
Alliance Road was 
removed because it was 
an unsuitable species for 
street planting and, in all 
honesty, should not have 
been planted in the first 
place. The trees in 
question are ‘Beechhill’, 
which produce relatively 
large fruits (the size of a 
large plum) that can be a 
significant hazard for 
pedestrians walking 
underneath. In addition, 
as the trees mature there 


is tendency for branches 
to peel out of the crown, 
especially when laden 
with fruit, which could be 
a potential hazard for road 
users. The council intends 
to replace the trees during 
the next planting 
programme. 

The intention is to remove 
the six remaining trees 
and replace them with 1 2 
‘Chanticleer’, which are 
similar in stature but 
produce very small or 
virtually no fruit.

ELTHAM dog walkers Barbara Bailey, 
62, and her 61-year-old chum Doreen 
Thorogood are off to Africa - in the 
aftermath of the England squad - to 
tackle one of the biggest challenges of 
their lives. 

The pair, who met over 20 years ago, plan 
to scale all 19,340 feet of Mount 
Kilimanjaro in Northern Tanzania. 
They’re raising cash for Greenwich Cruse, 
the charity which supports both adults and 
children when they’ve had a bereavement. 

Barbara said: “Both of us are in our 
sixties, so this is more than just a walk in 
the park.” 

GT caught up with the two friends during 
their weekly training schedule at The 
Eltham Centre in Archery Road. 

The altitude sickness they may face at the 
summit is an “unknown” - but, says 
Doreen, they can still build vital “core” 
strength and stamina at their friendly local 
gym. 

Doreen said: “We’ve set ourselves a 
programme of three days a week in here.” 

Barbara added: “Having said that, there’s 
many a day when I think ‘Ohhhh...’, then, 
some days, Doreen will say the same! But 
we support each other.” 

Both of them are huge fans of the Eltham 
Centre. Barbara said: “We can walk up 
here, it has a lovely atmosphere and the 
staff are brilliant.” 

Doreen said: “It’s lovely to have this kind 
of place in your own high street. And no- 
one need feel intimidated. Here, you can 
just be yourself.” 

The two over-60s, both of whom have 
baby grand-daughters, covered the four 
highest peaks in Snowdonia, _ 
Wales, exactly a year ago.

MAUREEN Hammond is a 
tenants’ rep with a 
difference. 

The long-time Kidbrooke 
resident is one of Greenwich 
Council’s fully-trained “healthy 
walks” leaders - and community 
leaders across the borough have 
some of their brightest 
discussions when they put their 
best feet forward with her. 

Maureen has a busy summer 
schedule this year. 

She’s inviting tenants’ leaders 
and their friends to join her on 
June 29 for a guided stroll 
around The Tarn, opposite 
Mottingham Station, and 
maybe the gardens of nearby 
Eltham Palace. 

On July 13, she’ll be leading a 
walk along Greenwich’s ever- 
changing waterfront, and then 
there’s a walk in Horn Park, 
Lee, on August 24. 

Maureen, a former secretary, 
whose last job was behind the 
bar at Eltham Hill Social Club, 
told us: “I’m in my mid-60s now 
and I’ve got my health 
problems. Walking gives me a 
boost.” 

She added: “The guided walks 
are a chance for everyone on the 
committees and on the housing 
panels to get together, meet

- as well as getting a bit of fresh 
air!” 

Maureen, a keen member of 
the council’s Peninsula and 
Blackheath/Westcombe 
Housing Panel, is one of around 
half-a-dozen similar walk 
leaders around the borough. 
She’s lived in the same 
neighbourhood for 30 years. 

She said: “I completed the 
basic training at Charlton 
Athletic two years ago. We get a 
grounding in the relevant 
health and safety, so we can 
support anyone with any health 
problems along the way and 
make sure they get the most 
enjoyment out of their walk. 

“I also try to do a pre-walk of 
the route myself, maybe with 
one or two council officers, 
looking out for any difficult or 
challenging stretches that we 
need to overcome. 

“I’ll also try to produce a 
small write-up of the points of 
interest along the way.” 

GT accompanied newly- 
trained Maureen on her “debut 
walk” with tenants’ leaders 
back in 2008. “It was a circular 


one, taking in some of the 
river, starting from the 
Christchurch Forum on 
Trafalgar Road, Greenwich,” 
she recalled. 

Just before last Christmas, 

Maureen’s walkers got together 
at Well Hall Pleasaunce, 
opposite Eltham Station, many 
wearing festive hats! 

Maureen was born in Kent 
and always enjoyed the 
countryside near her home as a 
girl. She told GT: “I still enjoy 
getting out and about and, in 
the last couple of years, I’ve 
discovered places here in 
Greenwich that I never knew 
existed! 

“For instance, I’d never seen 
or heard about the Painted Hall 
inside the Royal Naval College 
until we did a riverside walk at 
Greenwich.

Pupils promote

YOUNG ‘tag’ rugby trainers 
from Crown Woods School 
have been out to Romania to 
teach the game to over 500 
pupils at two primary 
schools. 

Now community leaders at the 
comprehensive in Riefield Road, 
Eltham, want to raise at least 
£15,000 so they can take the sport 
to Mexico. 

They staged a big fund-raising 
dance production involving nine 
local primary schools in March. 
And the school’s community 
director Julie Taylor told GT: 
“We’re currently planning a 
fund-raising music festival in 
Eltham Park, off Glenesk Road, 
for Saturday, July 3.

ELTHAM Hill students have won £3,000 
to help a Nightstop, a charity which 
supports homeless young people.

Host London 2012 
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Town Hall offers 
job search support

CARERS looking for jobs 
and training advice flocked 
to Woolwich town hall 
earlier this month. 

The special Employment and 
Advisory morning in the 
Market Street hall featured a 
range of information stalls. 

There were also massage, 
wellbeing tips, light 
refreshments and a free raffle. 

The morning coincided with 
the 10th annual National 
Carers’ Week where the 
overall theme was A Life of 
my Own’. 

It was organised by 
Greenwich Council with 
support from a range of 
partners including the health 
services, health and wellbeing 
specialists, and GLLaB, the 
Greenwich local labour and 
business scheme. 

Latest figures, quoted by 
Greenwich Council, reveal the 
current value of the annual 
contribution carers make to 
the UK economy is £45 billion 
- more than twice as much as 
the country spends on adult 
social-care. 

Mayor of Greenwich Cllr 
Barbara Barwick, who has 
chosen the support 
organisation Greenwich 
Carers as one of her chosen 
charities, officially opened the 
event. 

She said carers are doing a 
“job of work” . “They are 
helping the government in all 
sorts of ways.” 


She said: “However, when 
people have caring 
responsibilities they very 
often have to give up their job 
completely - or they have to 
cut down to part-time work.” 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the 
Greenwich Council cabinet 
member for health, adults and 
older people, told GT: “It’s very 
hard to guage how many 
people are carers in this 
country. So maybe it will be 
worth asking whether you are 
a carer on next year’s census.” 

He also called on private 
companies and organisations 
across the UK to do more to 
support carers trying to hold 
down a job - in line with the 
increasing support being 
given by both health service 


and local authority employers. 

John Goodman, a retired 
Greenwich District Hospital 
porter, is now a part-time 
kitchen porter at a psychiatric 
hospital in Beckton, East 
London, as well as caring for 
his wife Iris who has problems 
with memory-loss. 

John, from Woolwich 
Common, told GT: “I’ve just 
taken Iris to the health centre 
across the road from here to 
have her feet done. I saw this 
was on, and we decided to 
come over.” 

He admitted: “You have to 
juggle everything when you’re 
a carer.” 

John, who often drives to 
work, said he’d welcome some 
advice on smoother public

transport to get there 
especially with the current 
weekend closures of the 
Blackwall Tunnel.

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

Greenwich painter pulls together music and the 
aristocracy with an exhibition called Rock and Royal

ART and music 
have always 
gone hand in 
hand. Some 
would argue 
they’re the same thing - art is 
art after all. 

Not since Noel Gallagher 
hobnobbed with Tony Blair at 
Britpop’s zenith have 
authority and artists sat 
comfortably though, but what 
about art and royalty as 
bedfellows? 

An artist from Greenwich is 
attempting to fuse the two 
with an exhibition called Rock 
and Royal, and at the same 
time celebrate the borough’s 
soon-to-be Royal status. 

A graphic designer by day, 
Lorraine Elizabeth Hall is a 
passionate painter in her 
spare time, and has even cut 
her working hours to pursue 
art more seriously - beginning 
with the exhibition that kicks 
off on Saturday, July 3. 
Lorraine told us: “I’ve been in

the commercial art world for 
the past few years trying to 
juggle working for a design 
agency and getting my 
painting on display. 

“This is my first show in a 
number of years and it’s to 
introduce myself to everyone, 
really.” 

The exhibition’s unusual 
setting is the house on Crooms 
Hill where Lorraine has lived 
for the past three years. The 
artist thought the regal 
Georgian pile would be the 
perfect palace, sorry, place, for 
the display. 

“It’s a very grand building, 
and a location for filming 
that’s pretty well known,” 
explained Lorraine. “ It was 
used in the TV series Dempsey 
and Makepeace, and Squeeze 
used to live here, so it is quite a 
rock ‘n’ roll house.” 

Lorraine has managed bands 
and worked in radio, so the 
music world is a location she is 


well familiar with. 

The ‘rock’ part of the title 
holds a double meaning too, 
and Lorraine is keen to 
distance her day job from her 
art. 

“My work is abstract organic 
and there are like rock or bone 
formations in that. My fine art 
is totally separate to the 
digital stuff at work.” 

The twenty pieces that make 


up the exhibition which runs 
for four days were created 
using a variety of painting 
techniques: oils, acrylics and 
watercolours. 

“It’s old school paint and 
drawing - I’m very much a 
traditionalist and I do like 
‘painterly’ painters,” added 
the artist, who draws 
inspiration from 20th century 
pioneer Chagall, as well as 


contemporary artists like 
Maggi Hambling - who went to 
the same college as Lorraine. 
“She was at Camberwell 
College of Art like I was. 
Howard Hodgkin I like too - 
he’s a very ‘painterly’ painter.” 
The pieces are only small 
works - “to get myself ‘out 
there’ and noticed before I can 
get some bigger shows,” she 
added. 

From Cheshire originally, 
Lorraine has made her home 
in the borough. 

“I love Greenwich to bits,” she 
enthused - “I’m very much 
Greenwich based. Everyone’s 
been helping out and it’s been 
fantastic.” 

A hallmark of some of the 
pictures are their intriguing 
squiggles, which, revealed 
Lorraine, contain a hidden 
meaning. 

“I invented a language for 
some of the pieces. My 
grandfather was Polish and 
it’s a bit confusing and people 
say ‘why can’t you speak the 
language?’ So I thought 
‘Right! Here’s a language that 
none of you can read!’ 

“Some people think it looks 
Arabic or Chinese and that’s 
quite exciting for me. And in 
essence then we’re all 
foreigners.” 

But the made up language is 
a real code - some of the 
words are an open letter, the 
transcription of a late night 
conversation that Lorraine 
had. 

So what does it say? 

“Oh I can’t tell you that!” she 
joked - “It was a letter to a 
rock star - and they popped 
round here and we had a late 
night conversation - they are 
famous, but I won’t say who, 
and we had a good chat which 
is where it sprang from. 

“If someone cracks the code, 
fantastic! But the letter cans 
say whatever people want it 
to say - it’s abstract art. 

“I wanted to do art that was 
like a mixture of spoken 
word, writing and painting, 
and I think I’ve cracked it 
with this.”

DVDocumentary 


Running 
a-mock up 

HAVE you ever imagined what 
the Blair Witch Project would 
have been like if was filmed in 
the grim north of England? 

No, Me neither. 

How about a poor man’s version of The 
Office that makes you cringe forallthe 
wrong reasons? 

If you’re going to mock up a 
documentary it’s got to have at least a 
touch of class. What The Office had was 
good actors, a good script and a keen 
sense of direction. Three essentials that 
are lacking in Michael Booth’s 
redundant Diary Of A Bad Lad. 

The mockumentary’s premise is of 
maverick investigative filmmaker, 

Barry Lick, on the hunt for one of the 
northwest’s most dangerous gangsters. 
College lecturer by day, by night Barry, 
(Jonathan Williams), is half Alan Yentob, 
half Roger Cook, and does a fair 
impersonation of real docu-maker Nick 
Broomfield. It looked promising to begin 
with, like the real deal, with Barry and 
early interviewees convincing as 
genuine. 

Itwas shaping upto bea good hourand 
a half then, untilthe penny dropped with 
the arrival of Lick’s ‘production team’ 
and some of the hammiest acting since 
the primary school nativity at 
Christmas. 

All they had to do was hold cameras and 
micsand say very little. How hard could 
it be, not to ‘overact’? It was a bit of a 
stretch, apparently. 

And that’s before we meet the villain of 
the piece, ‘Tommy Morghen’. Joe 
O’Byrne’s portrayal is poor, trying too 
hard to be menacing and effortlessly 
dangerous. He’s not even a low budget 
Vinnie Jones. He’s got no presence and 
histiming iswelloff. 

Occasionally DOABL threatens to 
become a fair assimilation of a passable 
crime thriller, but each time it flatters to 
deceive. And it’s so slow, created on a 
budget that makes Howards’ Way look 
like Titanic. Why writer/director Booth 
continues to bother with the pretence of 
a documentary by fuzzing out car 
number plates and personal details is 
anyone’s guess. By this stage anythin 
veneer of documentary reality has been 
well and truly scraped away. 

There is a brief moment of interest 
when the film crew is duped into taking 
a real suitcase of drugs through an 
airport. Staging the pickup from Leeds 
International for a ‘TV reconstruction’, 
the crafty gangsters switch the dummy 
case for an identical one that has 
actually come in from Europe and is 
laden with drugs. 

“I thought we were making a film and 
nowl’ve found out we were just being 
used as part of an elaborate con,” 
whines Barry afterthe sting. I only wish 
the movie itself could have been so 
convincing, but afterthe game was up I 
couldn’t help feeling I’d been conned out 
ofan houranda half of my life.

Storyline goes missing in yet another reworking of a Shakespeare 
tale, this time in the overly ambitious guise of Letters To Juliet

IN this rom-com 
directed by Gary 
Winick, Amanda 
Seyfried, (best 
known as Sophie 
Sheridan in Mamma Mia), 
plays another Sophie - this 
time a young American intent 
on spending a romantic 
vacation with her fiance in 
Verona. 

The Italian city is home of 
Romeo and Juliet, but things 
don’t turn out quite as 
expected for the amorous 
couple, and fiance Victor 
(Gael Garcia Bernal), soon 
finds himself busy choosing 
suppliers for his new 
restaurant in New York, 
leaving no time for his belle. 

A magazine researcher by 
trade, Sophie has coy 
ambitions to write for a living, 
and after reluctantly deciding 
to see the sights alone 
becomes enchanted with a 
quirky local custom: lovelorn 
women of all ages seeking 
comfort and advice write 
letters to Shakespeare’s Juliet, 
and leave them on the walls of 
Juliet’s alleged ancient 
residence. Sophie joins a 
group of ladies whose job it is 
to pen replies to these 
desperate souls, and one 
evening, hidden in the 
crumbling brickwork she 
discovers a letter from the 
1950s from a young English 
woman called Claire (Vanessa 
Redgrave) to her Italian 
amore, Lorenzo (played by 
Franco Nero, Redgrave’s real 


life partner of 40 years). 

Moved to reply, Sophie drafts 
and sends a response, and 
almost immediately Claire 
arrives in Verona, chaperoned 
by her grandson, Charlie 
(Australian, Christopher 
Egan). In helping Claire to 
(re)discover the love of her 
life, Sophie begins to explore 
and examine her own feelings 
for Victor. 

Despite a rather predictable 
and inevitable storyline, the 
film is touching and 
charming. Seyfried is 
refreshingly sweet, quietly 
competent and apparently, at 
least, remarkably normal. 
Egan, by contrast, is wooden 
and extreme, overplaying his 
sceptical attitude to this quest 


for true love and also in his 
antipathy to Sophie. Bernal as 
Victor is irritating 
throughout, whether it’s his 
constant use of “amazing” 
and “incredible”, or his total 
obsession with himself and 
his restaurant. Redgrave - 
thank goodness - is her usual 
self, radiating beauty and in 
total control, at ease with 
herself and with those around 
her. Never more comfortable 
than when centre stage, she is 
the glue that holds Letters To 
Juliet together. 

Producer Winick (better 
known for Charlotte’s Web, 
2006 and the less than 
successful, Bride Wars in 2009) 
allows his story to unfold 
across the undulating hills, 


the spectacular villas and 
endless vineyards of Tuscany. 
Magnificent though this 
backdrop is, one can’t help 
feeling that more originality 
and less of a sugar coating 
would have made this movie 
much more powerful. 

Verdict: 5/10 
While the storyline, the 
dialogue and some of the 
acting leave room for 
improvement, an evening 
spent in the company of 
Redgrave, Seyfried and the 
Italian countryside will pass 
pleasantly enough.

In the US, the popularity of the 
Smart Fortwo has been a pleasant 
surprise for Smart and its mother 
company Mercedes-Benz, so 
much so, that this week I got wind 
of their plans to have a fully 
electric powered car in production 
by 2012. Until then, the car giant 
plans to place 250 cars in key 
areas in the US, which it will take 
delivery of in October this year. 

The carwill lookthe same as a 
standard Smart Fortwo with two 
seats, that cute little hatch back 
body, and they have even hidden 
the recharging point underthe 
petrol cap. The changes are all 
underthe bodywork: a 30Kw 
motor, (about 10 times more 
powerful than your kettle at 
home) will power the car, helping 
it achieve around 82 miles on a full 
charge, and a set of lithium-ion 
batteries producing 16.5 kW of 
power per hour. Smart say that 
this carwill need the better part of 
eight hours to fully charge buta 
mere three and a half to charge

from 20 percent to 80 percent - 
and in the world of battery 
charging, that’s pretty quick. 

Those of you that have ever 
considered buying one of these 
city dwelling cars will knowthat 
all the added economy and eco 
perks come at a price, namely 
performance and this electric 
version is no different. Stand still 
to 60mph is an epic 12.8 seconds 
and it will only manage 90mph as 
a top speed. The Smart comes in 
five different trims, with prices 
ranging from £8,600 to £14,300, 
with the electric Smart priced at 
the higher end of the scale. 
Although there has been no 
official date for this car’s launch in 
the UK, lets not forget that trials of 
the Smart started way back in 
2007 in London, and the car has 
shared as much success in this 
country as it has in the States. 
Plus, we all know that wherever 
the US goes, the UK is never too 
far behind.

stays within the four walls and 
that’s a really nice feeling,” 
Elaine told GT. 

Another group member is 
Ioanna Tsetsika who’s been a 
parent volunteer for just over a 
year. 

The 45-year-old Deptford mum 
has a 21-year-old son and a 15- 
year-old daughter and is a 
support worker for disabled 
children. 

“I volunteered because I 
wanted to help people and I like 
children, ’’she said. 

Volunteers are supported by 
Home Start coordinators and 
receive ongoing training and 
feedback sessions. 

“We undergo a nine-week 
preparation course looking at 
issues like confidentiality and 
domestic violence. Then there 
are a lot of one-day follow up 
courses on things like mental 
illness, safeguarding children 
and disabilities,” she said. 

So far Ioanna’s worked with two 
families including one with a 
disabled child. 

“I used to take him swimming 
or to the library. I went to the 
hospital with the family and I 
helped them when he was 
moving from nursery to 
school,” Ioanna explained. 
“Whatever knowledge or 
experience you have, you’re 
always learning new things. 
When you go into people’s 
homes you see how they do 
things and try to find a 
way of working with 
them rather than simply 
telling them what to 
do. In the beginning 
I could feel one 
mum was wary 
of me but once 
she accepted 
me it was fine 
and I felt proud 
when she 
turned to me 
because I knew 
I was helping 
the family,” she 
enthused. 

: It’s good to meet 
families from 
different cultures 
and it all helps to 
build up community 
spirit,” said the mum of 
two who originates from 
Greece. 

“In my job I see that many 
parents don’t have enough 
information and Home Start 
is always there, we can ask 
questions, coordinate the 
information, give it to parents 
or simply point them in the 
right direction,” she added.

S OME mothers do ‘ave 
‘em! A willing pair of 
hands and a listening ear 
are being provided by 
special home helps who 
offer support and friendship to 
families in their own homes. 

They’re recruited and trained 
by Home Start Greenwich, part 
of a national charity which has 
a network of around 16,000 
trained parents who support 
other parents struggling to 
cope. 

The Plumstead-based 

Greenwich branch is funded by 
Greenwich Council and 
supports families whatever 
their situation as long as they 
have children under the age of 
five. 

Scheme manager Dawn Brown 
said: “Our families need 
support for many reasons 
including post-natal illness, 
disability, bereavement, the 
illness of a parent or child, or 
social isolation. It’s all about 
parents supporting other 
parents to help build a family’s 
confidence and ability to cope.” 

Volunteers don’t need any 
formal qualifications other 
than being parents themselves. 
They visit families for a 
minimum of two hours a week 
and offer practical help as well 
as friendship. 

“Volunteers support you in 
anything and everything,” said 
42-year-old Eltham mum Elaine 
Wood. The mum- of-five was 
struggling to cope with her 
family - including twins - when 
she heard about Home Start 
from a volunteer in the 
playground. 

“Home Start came at the right 
time for me when everything 
was rock bottom and I felt there 
was no hope. It was hard work 
with the twins, I was having 
housing problems and felt 
really down,” Elaine explained. 

After referring herself, she 
was soon matched with a 
parent volunteer who came 
round for two hours on a 
Wednesday morning. 

“I’d never done anything like 
this before and I was nervous 
about a complete stranger 
coming into my home and 
dealing with my children. But 
she was so natural and I was 
soon comfortable with her,” 
said the Woolwich-born mum. 

She added: “Angie was like a 
counsellor but someone who 
would also do lunch or read 
stories to the children. She 
helped me with the shopping, the 
washing up, hoovering and even 
put the washing on the line!” 


“She advised me on potty 
training and helped me get 
advice and write letters about 
my housing situation.” 

And she stressed: “I could talk 
to her at any time. The service 
is totally confidential and our 
relationship is based on trust so 
you feel free to tell them 
anything!” 

Elaine was with Home Start 
for two and a half years before 
she felt confident enough to 
manage her family alone. 

She said: “The children had 
more or less grown up with her 
and I felt as if a limb had been 
torn away but Angie offered me 
her number and address and 
said she would keep in touch - 
not as a Home Start volunteer 
but as a friend.” 

Elaine is a member of the 
Home Start Family 
Group at the Vista 
Field Children’s 
Centre. The group 
gives parents and 
volunteers a chance 
to meet, share 
information and 
experiences. “The 
centre provides a 
creche so it’s a 
chance for mums to 
meet for a bit of ‘me 
time’. We talk about 
different things and 
support each other 
but we know that 
whatever we say

newest member, Peter Sturley, 
59, the game’s appeal is down 
to its accessibility. He said: 
“Anyone can do it. It’s a game 
you can get reasonably good at 
in a short space of time.” 

Despite being a competitive 
sport, playing bowls is also a 
good way of meeting new 
people. “Not only do you meet 
new friends within your own 
team but with other teams, 
too,” said John. “When you 
compete regularly with other 
teams it’s like seeing old 
friends again. If you want to 
meet new friends in pleasant 
surroundings in the sunshine, 
then this is the sport for you.” 

Numbers at the Blackheath 
club have been dropping 
slightly in recent years, so 
now’s a good time to breeze 
along for a midweek “roll-up”, 
not a smoke but a gentle 
practice session to get your eye 
and your arm in sync. 

It’ll be good for you and good 
for the club. John said: 
“Having more players would 
increase strength of the team 
because the more of you there 
are the more competition there 
is. Also, if we had more 
players, we could afford to 
compete at a higher level.” 

Ands don’t think the game is 
for pensioners only. “The 
problem with bowls,” said 
John, “is that most people 
think it’s for the elderly and 
that’s not the case. At the top 
level the age group is 20 to 45. 
You won’t find any English 
nationals aged 70!” 

In fact, according to John, the 
younger the new members are 
the better. He believes that the 
earlier a player starts the more 
skill they are likely to build up. 

As players started to roll up 
for the roll-up, he told GT: “If 
you can get them at a younger

age you can develop them. 
There is no age limit at the 
club - if a person can get a 
wood up the green they are old 
enough to play!” 

One of the club’s oldest 
members, Edith Down, 83, 
echoed the sentiment: 
“Everyone thinks it’s an old 
people’s game but they should 
join in!” 

With championships and 
international tournaments 
making riveting viewing on 
television, the game is slowly 


coming back into vogue. 

It may not have the contact of 
rugby or the speed of football, 
but John says the level of 
excitement is just the same. “If 
a wood does exactly as you 
want it to and lands up exactly 
where you want it to, it’s the 
same as scoring a goal. It’s the 
same exciting buzz”
